Harold has systematically selected the earliest JR entries in 11897, and has oro- 
ceede'4 to carry the chronology (chrono) ut> through the years. In order to fully 
anoreciate Harold's chrono-Matrix file it is imoerative to have Rust's 2-volurae 
set wh9re the real concentrated documentation does lie. For those who do not 
have these 4th edition volumes -and would like to pet them, olease write to RR 
(send return sae or postcard) and we will eive you a lead. Harold has also referred 
to another volume in his files -that beinc the Oodrich-Dixon BLUES and GOSPEL work. 
Owinff to the fact that this volume is nov out-of-print, the original as well as the 
2nd edition, -and that much of the material has beBn incoroorated into Rust's 4th 
edition, the original B&0(BG) papes that Harold lists, serve only as a source chain 
to Rust's 4th edition of his JR. 

Now for a brief explanation of H3 Chrono-Matrix files. Any underlined matrix 
number is presumed to be rejected (ee. .Nov. 24, 1903, £=242=11. And if you see a 
hyohen in a column where the numerical of the date aooears -that means that 
"durin? the month, definite date unknown" (e?„ see Aoril 1922 0M5 - Oyosy Blues 
20139-2). There's a heck of a lot of abbreviations in the listing. The seasoned 
researcher will know most of them. Rust's JR volumes will certainly help, too!

.aoei oi the Month: This time we offer 
an extremely obscure label — Cort. The one 
shown (and the only one we've ever seen or 
heard of) is Cort Record F610 marketed by 
the Cort Sales Ccfmpany, 330 6th Ave., New 
York. The label is purple with all lines and 
printing in gold. Masters are printed on the 
label and stamped, in raised numerals, in 
the surface of the label. The masters are like 
those of the early Columbia discs and the 
record is laminated, which also indicates 
that it was pressed by Columbia. We'd guess 
that it dates to somewhere between 1910 
and 1920. Side shown is Oh, You Million 
Dollar Doll by Vocal Quartette, Male Voices 
with Orchestra Accompaniment. Master on 
label is (39018) and in the label surface two 
numbers .appear : 10 and 39018-6. The re- 
verse is What Do You Mean, You Lost 
Your Dog? which is billed as Baritone solo 
bv Ed. Morton with Orchestra Accompani- 
ment. Label Rives master as (38999) and 
stamped into surface are 20 and 38999-4. 
No jazz of anv kind here. The band on the 
first side features a violin prominently and 
the one on the second side sounds much like 
a brass band. The jackpot question follows:

The biggest bulk of this pile is made up of Elvis Presley 
releases. These are all previously released items, so no in depth 
reviews will be given. But I should add that RCA tells us these have 
been "restored to original mono, digitallt remastered" so there's no 
phoney stereo effects. So, here they are:

released this year around 'Valentine 1 s Day, but again, all 
previously released material. 
AFL1-5418: Elvis Presley, "Reconsider Baby". This one covers a wider 

period from 1954-1971 and has some alternate "takes" and 
one unreleased Sun master. Items were taken from several
